“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to the inhabitants, by posting in some public place in 
town or shall notify them, in such other ways as the town at its Annual 
Meeting directs, to make and to bring in to them true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates, real and personal not by law exempt 
from taxation, of which they were possessed on the first day of April 
of the same year. If any resident owner, after such notice, does not 
bring in such lists, he is thereby barred of his right to make application 
to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any abatement of his 
taxes, unless he offers such list with the application and satisfies them 


that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”

TRANSMITTAL AND REPORT 
To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Wells: 


The following report which contains the financial details as well 
as a brief description of Municipal Activities is herewith submitted for 
your information and consideration. 


Protection 


Under Police Protection this year the Board of Selectmen felt that 
more special officers were needed. In addition to day officers at Wells 
Beach and Drakes Island it was felt that night officers be at both 
places. Also, an Officer stationed at Moody Beach Parking Lot. In- 
creased church traffic required more than one officer to handle it. The 
Special Officer stationed at Wells Corner was deeply appreciated by 
everyone. Looking ahead to the summer of 1962 we will need a special 
officer to handle traffic at the Mile Road so-called at certain hours of 
the day, when the traffic is the heaviest. Our present Police Cruiser 
needs to be replaced in the coming year. 


Life Saving 

The Town was very fortunate to secure the services of a good group 
of Life Guards. This year we stationed a Life Guard at Drakes Island 
for the first time and residents of this area were well pleased. The 
Guards worked on a rotating basis where they were not stationed at 
the same area all the time. The Guards reported on the job as a group 
with the Captain setting up a program of callisthenics daily, after this 
program they then assumed their stations for the day. Warning signs 
were placed near all dangerous spots. 


Beach Cleaning 


Beach Cleaning was done in a very good manner, also the taking 
care of the Public Rest Rooms. 
Fire Departments 
The Town had very few fires this past year for which we are thank- 
ful. 
Town Dump 
We kept the man who tends the Town Dump on longer than usual 


this past year, because of the dry condition of the land. 


Welfare 


With our Welfare we had an unusual amount of medical bills for 
our elderly people. At the start of the year we were very optimistic 
that we had ample appropriation as for the past several years the 
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expenditures had run about the same, but not so this year. There are 
still many aged people who are unable to secure Old Age Assistance 
and the burden is on the town. The accelerated Surplus Food Program 
that has been set up by President Kennedy has helped somewhat to 
relieve our Welfare situation. 


Highways and Bridges 

The usual highway work has been performed this past year such as 
grading, patching and tarring of roads. There were some unexpected 
events that caused overdrafts in Summer Maintenance account. When 
we dismantled the Hobbs River Bridge one of the granite abutments 
fell in to the river. We were then faced with the problem as to what 
should be done. We checked on the possibility of laying up another 
granite abutment, steel culvert, or a cement abutment. After consider- 
able thought it was decided to have concrete abutment and to reinforce 
the other abutment with cement. We now have a good solid bridge 
which we hope will last us a good while. We also rebuilt the Day Road 
bridge. Under Winter Maintenance we stockpiled about 2,000 yards 
of sand which was mixed with two carloads of salt. We purchased a 
new snowplow and a new tail gate sander. Under Town Road Improve- 
ment we were able to surface and tar the following roads: Elmere 
Road, Ox Cart Lane, and the road leading by Fred Youngs, to the 
South Berwick Town Line. The Drakes Island Road from the Junction 
of U. S. No. 1 to the causeway, a distance of 2,600 feet was recon- 
structed by State Aid Construction. 


Wells Harbor Project 


The Wells Harbor Project has started. Jetties are now under con- 
struction, the channel is to be dredged in the spring. There are still 
many legal problems concerning the taking of land by eminent domain. 
The Municipal Officers after having the $100,000.00 bill defeated, 
worked many weeks of day and evening meetings, re-entered the bill 
into the Special Session of Legislature and were fortunate in getting it 
passed. 


Shade Trees 

We cooperated with the State of Maine on the White Pine Blister 
Rust program. In 1962 it is thought that this Blister Rust can be brought 
under control so that we may go at least five years before it will have 
to be done again. 

The usual work has been carried out on Shade Trees and spraying 
for Dutch Elm disease. 

I wish to thank my superior officers and citizens of the Town of 
Wells for their assistance and continued support and cooperation.

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CLAM CONSERVATION 


During the summer of 1961 the Town of Wells conducted further 
studies of the clam flats under the guidance of Sea and Shore Fisheries 
biologists. 

Two high school students, Wayne Moody and Robert Saunders, were 
hired to carry out the summer program, Moody virtually full time, 
Saunders on part time. They have both worked diligently and con- 
scientiously and have provided much valuable data. Their performance 
is a credit to them and their community. 


In June a reconnaisance of the flats was conducted for abundance of 
clam spat, clams so small that a screen is required to find them. This 
was followed in July by a bank survey for green crabs. A random four 
foot section of bank was cut back until all crab burrows were exposed, 
and the crabs therein were counted and destroyed. It was anticipated 
that clams would be found where the crabs were least abundant, but 
the opposite was found. This indicates a somewhat greater mobility 
among the crabs than had been expected, with the population con- 
tinuously regrouping around remaining concentrations of seed clams. The 
flats were then surveyed for the abundance of larger clams. 


In late August an experiment was conducted designed to determine 
the effective range of trawls baited with poisoned bait. While the trawls 
will attract some crabs from considerable distances, they are most 
effectual in destroying crabs at close range. A trawl baited with 
poisoned fish will poison virtually all crabs in a bank along which it is 
placed within 24 hours. If left unprotected, crabs will filter back into 
such an area in a few days to a week. 


It is proposed on the basis of these observations that the town con- 
duct a crab control program which on the basis of technique available 
prior to this summer have been impractical. Two miles of trawl line 
will suffice to kill all crabs on both banks of a mile of creek in a 24 
hour period. All other factors being favorable, two men should be able 
to maintain and move two miles of trawl each working day. It is, there- 
fore, possible to exterminate the crabs in the Wells Creek system in 20 
days, plus the time which may be spent on the interruptions and me- 
chanical complications which inevitably arise, on the regular fishing of 
the crab traps which will help measure the success of the operation, on 
the maintenance of barriers at mouths of previously exterminated creeks, 
and on days lost because of bad weather. 


The breakdown on such a project would be as follows: 
Labor 


At least 40 man working days will be required to complete the ex- 
termination. In addition traps should be fished once a week and barriers 
should be maintained in the mouths of creeks after they have been 
cleaned. Depending upon the completeness of the sterilization of the 
embayment these barriers might be discontinued after the bay has been 
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treated. Assuming a seven day week, with one day per week devoted to 
traps and one day devoted to barriers, four weeks will be required to 
clear the creeks, and probably another week for the bay. Assuming eight 
hour days this phase will require 560 man hours at a cost of $700. An 
additional 15 weeks at two days per week, or approximately 350 man 
hours at $600 will maintain the barriers and traps through the end of 
October, and $420 would cover the cost of surveys to check the effec- 
tiveness of the program. The total labor cost on the project would thus 
be about $1700. 


Bait 

100 pounds of the frozen whiting used on this project last summer 
baited about 250 hooks. If fish of this size were avaliable, the 3600 fish 
required to bait the portable trawls would weigh about 1400 pounds. 
This would be required at least once a week, perhaps more often. A 
50% safety factor allowing 2100 pounds per week, or at 3 cents per 
pound, $63 per week would allow for larger fish or more frequent 
baiting. 

The demand for bait lines to protect the mouths of the creeks would 
vary from none at the beginning to about five at the end of the eight 
weeks of creek extermination. Allowing 100 feet of trawl for each, these 
would require a total of 500 fish (a hook each foot would probably be 
desirable to create a sufficient concentration of bait to attract crabs 
to the banks from the center of the creek) or 200 pounds. If a full 
weekly baiting is allowed for five of the 9 weeks of extermination, and 
for an additional eleven weeks until fall, 3200 pounds of fish would be 
required. 


In the past one bushel per week has been adequate for the traps. This 
would account for an additional 800 pounds for the season. 


The total bait required would be 10,500 pounds for exterminating, 
3200 pounds for barriers, and 800 pounds for traps, making a total of 
14,500 pounds of fish, which would represent $435 for the project. 


Lindane 
13,700 pounds of bait will need to be poisoned with Lindane. At the 
rate of a half pint per hundred pounds this would be 8.6 gallons, so two 
five gallon cans of Lindane, with a value of approximately $60 each 
will cost about $120. 


Budget 
The total cost of the project works out as follows: 
Labor $1,720.00 
Bait 435.00 
Lindane 120.00 
Miscellaneous Expense 100.00 


Total $2,375.00 
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In addition the town needs enforcement during the open period, which 
has amounted to $300 per year. Thus the total cost of the clam program 
will be $2,675. 


The Sea and Shore Fisheries will supply the trawls at the following 
estimated expenditures: 


7 Coils Pot Warp $ 114.00 
3500 Hooks at 5 cents each 175.00 
Labor 120.00 
Total $ 409.00 


As part of the long-term management program in Wells Doctor’s 
Creek was opened from January 1 to March 31, 1961. 324 bushels were 
taken. This was a small proportion of the town flats, since the remaining 
flats had been harvested the preceding winter and were not yet ready 
for digging. 


In 1962 the following areas are to be opened on a rotating basis:

There is a possibility that because of winter conditions one or more 
of these flats may not be as completely harvested as desired. In such case 
additional openings may be made later. 


It has been very pleasant working with the Town of Wells on these 
projects. Cooperation has been excellent from the diggers, from Wilbur 
Perkins who has carefully kept the desired records of landings, as well 
as ably enforced the town regulations, from Dudley Foley, who has 
collaborated fully on the administration of the project, and the selectmen 
and clam committee members who have supported the management 
activities.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 
Wells - 1961 


A limited amount of public health nursing service has been given to 
Wells by the State Division of Public Health Nursing. Follow-up 
visits have been made as one part of the tuberculosis control program. 
Upon request, the public health nurse has visited patients and families 
referred by hospitals, clinics, and physicians. These visits are usually 
for home nursing care or for referral to another source for further 
health care. Children receiving medical care through one of the medical 
care programs of the State Division of Maternal and Child Health and 
Services for Crippled Children are followed up in the home regularly 
by the public health nurse. These services include medical and public 
health nursing services to children with congenital defects, crippling, 
or heart conditions, hard of hearing children, and the pre-school men- 
tally retarded child.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The year has ended with the Health program being carried on in the 
same manner as in the past. Our monthly baby clinics, immunization 
clinics, school physical examinations were held and have been well 
attended. 


The increase in the number of children, and the cost of the treatments 
caused the Health Association to drop the Dental Clinic for the third 
graders last year. We take care of the neediest cases as they are brought 
to our attention, and complete dental care is given these children. It is 
with regret that we can no longer continue the Dental Clinics. 


The Health Association sponsored a Dental Survey last February of 
all school children in the School system. Each pupil whose parents gave 
their written permission received a mouth examination and a record of 
his or her dental status for respective parents. 


Conducting the mouth examinations were two registered dental hy- 
gienists from the State Department of Health and Welfare, the Dental 
division. Their techniques were identical. Both used mouth mirrors, 
dental explorers, and adequate natural light. 


Volunteer ladies assisted with the recording, and their services were 
appreciated. 


This survey was carried out for the purpose of determining the extent 
of dental decay that had occurred and the amount of uncared for decay. 
Much dental health education by both dental hygienists accompanied 
the mouth examinations and the fundamentals of good dental health 
practices were incorporated into the reports for parents. 
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We have a detailed report from the State Department, but the ques- 
tion, “how many pupils have healthy mouths” was broken down thusly:

Percent of pupils with healthy mouths 14% 
Number of decaying, filled and extracted 

permanent teeth 4,121 
Number of filled teeth 1,766 
Percent of decay needs met 43%

Number of filled deciduous teeth 304 
Percent of filled deciduous teeth 20% 


Summing up the observations on decay attacked teeth:

The 


90% of the pupils seen who had any erupted permanent teeth 
either have or have had decay in their permanent teeth. 


Almost half of the permanent teeth have decayed by the time 
these pupils have reached teen age. 


88% of the younger pupils have or have had decay in their 
deciduous teeth. 


40% of the remaining teeth have decayed. 


recommendations from the State Department are quoted: 
It is unfortunate that these Wells-Ogunquit young people 


do not have fluoridated water to drink, for that is the most 
effective means of preventing 65% of the expected dental 
survey. Fluoridation of the water supply is firmly recommended. 


In addition it is recommended that community wide educa- 


tion in the value of teeth be strengthened along with the other 
fundamentals of healthy mouth practices. Effort to reach and 
influence especially the parents of pre-school and about-to- 
enter school children is also recommended. 


The number of welfare cases, especially those where children are in- 
volved have increased greatly this year. Each case is thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and efforts are being made constantly to aid these cases. 


The Government Surplus food program has increased immensely. 
There are now 225 people being served by this program. Over two tons 
of food are distributed every month. 


Again, we express our thanks to the Doctors, Groups and individuals 
who have helped us in our work. We depend on their continued help 
to aid in our growing needs. Our Christmas project was bigger than 
ever this year. Thank you to the volunteers who have given so much of 
their time at such a busy time of year.

The Health Department has had a comparatively quiet year. Com- 
plaints and problems have been of minor natures, and have been settled 
without any trouble. 


The biggest problem is the apathy against reporting cases of com- 
municable diseases. At the end of the year the Town has an epidemic 
of mumps. Only 14 cases were reported to this office. Part of these 
were reported through the teachers. Reporting of these diseases is very 
inadequate. I urge all concerned to report these cases. 


I wish to express appreciation to the teachers for their help in watch- 
ing for, and reporting health problems to me. We are fortunate to have a 
group of teachers who are so interested in the health and well being of 
their pupils. 


My special thanks to the Doctors, who never hesitate to help with 
any problems, when called upon for advice and assistance. 


Any health problems are welcome in this office. They will be in- 
vestigated, and helped to be solved in the best way possible.

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CLERK’S DUTIES IN CONNECTION WITH DOG LICENSES 


The clerk of cities and towns shall issue licenses, receive the money 
therefor and pay the same to the Treasurer of State, who shall credit 
the same to the general fund. 


Clerks are merely receiving agents for the State. The law neither 
requires nor authorizes clerks to collect dog taxes but it does provide the 
mechanics for municipal officers to follow in setting in motion delinquent 
collection procedure. 


Assessors of taxes include in their inventories lists of all dogs 6 months 
old or over owned or kept by any inhabitants on the first day of April, 
and make returns to the clerks of their respective cities and towns and 
to the Commissioner of Agriculture. 


DOG TAXES ARE DUE ON OR BEFORE APRIL Ist. 


The rates are as follows: 


Males or Spayed ($1.40) ; Females ($5.40); and for kennels ($10.15).

Fees: 
Combination licenses, $5.25, and the separate licenses, $2.75. 


ANNUAL REPORT 
REPORT OF OCEAN VIEW CEMETERY, INC. 


The annual meeting of Ocean View Cemetery, Inc., was held 
February 5, 1962 with nine members present. It is to be noted that the 
usual small attendance of previous years still prevail but in spite of 
the apparent lack of interest in this public service organization it is 
believed the entire Community is interested in having our cemetery 
facilities maintained and developed. 


It has been the purpose of the Association for many years to make 
cemetery lots available to out of Town people as well as others who 
may in the future make Wells their home. Land recently acquired 
should be adequate for long range planning and development. The 
lack of funds hinders a more rapid progress in the endeavor to make 
the cemetery more attractive but we of the Association feel that our 
cemetery is a respectable and well kept yard. 


The Town has been a partner in this most necessary service for 
many years and all should be interested in seeing to it that our ceme- 
tery is developed to meet the needs of one of the fastest growing towns 
in the County of York. There is no doubt that Wells in the period 
1961-1962 has taken a “Great Leap Forward”. The Harbor Project 
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and School Expansion Program represents a large initial capital in- 
vestment with resulting increased maintenance charges which will all 
make for a larger budget and added burden for our taxpayers. It is 
hoped that these “growing pains” will in no way prevent or hinder 
the Town in voting a reasonable appropriation for cemetery purposes. 
The annual appropriation in the past has been necessary to meet mini- 
mum needs and we ask and seek the continued support of the Town. 
In this connection we wish to thank the Budget Committee for its 
support and recommendation. 


The sale of lots in the new extension which are sold with perpetual 
care and other perpetual care funds deposited by lot owners in the 
old cemetery have enabled the Association to add to its capital invest- 
ment account. It should be understood that income only from Perpetual 
Care is available for operational expenses. The financial report follow- 
ing indicates the income derived from such funds in 1961. It is hoped 
over the long term that income will increase as capital assets become 
available. Heretofore, the By-Laws of the corporation restricted invest- 
ments to those legal for Savings Banks in Maine. At the annual meeting 
this portion of the By-Laws was amended and the standards of the 
“Prudent Man Rule’, so called, was adopted. This change should 
enable the corporation to invest in securities with a growth trend as 
well as keeping an ‘“‘anchor to windward” by investing in fixed income 
bonds. 


If possible, it is advised that lot owners provide for Perpetual Care 
of their burial plot in the old cemetery during their lifetime or by will 
at their decease. In lieu of this they should arrange with the Associa- 
tion for annual care. It has been voted to make a minimum annual 
charge of five ($5.00) dollars for annual care of each lot. This charge 
will prevail, at least, for the foreseeable future. We do not want to see 
any lot neglected for want of proper mowing and we urge all lot 
owners who care for their own lots to mow them periodically and if 
this cannot be done please arrange for annual care with the corpora- 
tion. 


It is to be noted that Mr. Gordon Hobbs provided in his will that a 
memorial be erected at the main entrance of the cemetery and for this 
purpose bequeathed to the corporation the sum of $1,500.00. This fund 
has been deposited in a special savings account until such time as it is 
large enough to complete the work. This should improve the looks of 
the cemetery and be another step forward in our plans for the future.

Independent confirmations were made 
of the balances on deposit in the Tax Collector’s and Treasurer’s ac- 
counts with the Community Trust Company. 


INVESTMENTS $ 770.00 


Investments consist of 22 shares of stock of the Community Trust 
Company, which were examined during the course of our audit. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE $ 475.14 


Amounts due from the state and other towns for pauper assistance, 
plus a charge for a culvert installed by the highway department make 
up the above sum, the details of which are outlined in Schedule 2. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE $61,944.92 


Taxes committed to the Tax Collector for the municipal year were 
checked and found to be accounted for either in cash, abatements, or 
remaining outstanding on the Collector’s records, with minor differences 
to be resolved. 


Mail requests for confirmation were made of 33.78% of uncollected 
taxes for the year 1961, computed on a dollar basis. 


There is presented in Schedule 1, a summary of uncollected taxes for 
all years. A list of unpaid taxes for the year 1961 will appear elsewhere 
in the town report. During the period, a total of $1,209.58 of taxes for 
the years 1950 to 1960, were written off as uncollectible against the 
reserve for tax losses, reducing the reserve from $1,975.60 to $766.02. 


TAX LIENS $ 5,319.10 
TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY $ 5,203.61 


There is presented in Schedule 6, a detailed list of all tax liens, and in 
Schedule 7, a list of tax acquired properties. During the year tax liens 
were transferred to the tax acquired schedule for all years prior to 1959. 


LAND ACQUIRED FOR SCHOOL PURPOSES $20,000.00 


This item consists of the amount authorized under Article 24 of the 
annual town meeting of 1960, for the acquisition of the Hussey- 
Whitehead property for school purposes. Costs in excess of the amount 
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authorized to purchase the parcel were charged to unappropriated sur- 
plus, and amounted to $1,799.60. 


We have been informed that an article to appropriate funds to 
effectuate this purchase, will be introduced at the annual town ‘meeting 
in order to liquidate the loan made to complete the purchase. 


TRUST FUNDS $ 8,089.58 


An analysis of trust funds is presented in Schedule 5, which also de- 
tails the activity during the year. During the period a new fund was set 
up for the purpose of replacing road equipment from the earnings of the 
present units. We examined pass books in support of balances on deposit. 
In addition to the savings accounts the Bailey Fund also holds some 
shares of stock that produce a nominal income, which for some reason 
have not been represented by a value on the balance sheet. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE $ 5,282.22 


The balance due to the Qgunquit Village Corporation for their share 
of excise taxes for the year 1961, is presented in Schedule 3. 


OTHER LIABILITIES $58,873.30 


Tax anticipation loans outstanding December 31, 1961 account for 
$55,000.00 of the above amount, the balance consisting of accrued with- 
holding and social security taxes not due until January 1962. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES $40,610.25 


This amount represents the excess of unexpended balances of accounts 
over overdrafts, being carried forward to the ensuing year. Itemized 
detail of the accounts comprising this total is shown in the Statement of 
Departmental Operations—Exhibit D, annexed to this report. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS $ 1,148.21 


Due to the appropriation at last town meeting of some $22,553.24 
from surplus, and the excess of overdrafts over unexpended balances of 
departmental accounts lapsed, by $2,628.60, the unappropriated surplus 
balance has declined from $27,592.00 at the beginning of the year, to 
$1,148.21 as at December 31, 1961. A complete analysis appears in 
Exhibit E. 


DEBT FUND 


During the year, bonds in the amount of $23,000.00 were paid, re- 
ducing the town debt by that amount. The detail of bond obligations 
outstanding, appears in Schedule 4. All paid bonds were examined by us. 
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HARBOR PROJECT 


With the inauguration of the Wells Harbor Project during the year 
under review, we have presented in Exhibit F of this report, a complete 
report of receipts and disbursements of funds of this project from in- 
ception to the balance sheet date. 


GENERAL 


Corporate surety bonds issued by the Maine Bonding and Casualty 
Company, covering the Treasurer and the Tax Collector, were examined. 


Excise tax collections were checked by scrutiny of the copies retained 
by the Collector and compared with the amounts reported and were 
found to be in order without exception. 


The overlay was found to be within the legal limit of five percent of 
the appropriations, plus the county tax. 


The abatements books had not yet been signed at the time of our 
examination. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In accordance with Chapter 405, of the Public Laws of 1957, we 
offer the following recommendations for improvement of the financial 
administration of the Town: 


(1) The numerous overdrafts in departmental accounts, the excess 
of overdrafts over unexpended balances in such accounts for the 
year 1961, and the borrowing of tax anticipations funds for 
1962, in 1961, all indicate a need for improvement in the 
fiscal policies of the Town; 

(2) The policy inaugurated in 1961, of evaluating and clearing out 

the unsupportable items in the unpaid tax roles of prior years, 

should be continued; 

(3) A revision of the method of accounting for discounts on taxes 
has been outlined to your Town Manager, in place of the 
method in use over the past years, which should result in more 
effective control of taxes; 

(4) A system of inventory to account for properties and equipment 
owned by the Town, would be helpful both for control and 
for insurance purposes. It’s use has been beneficial to other 
towns in the area; 

(5) As voted at a prior town meeting, the Town has been pro- 
hibited from collecting interest on unpaid taxes until after 
January 1st of each year. This is unrealistic and contrary to the 
general practice of charging interest from the date the discount 
period expires. The current practice has not only retarded the 
collection of taxes but has deprived the Town of a considerable 
sum of interest.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


At town meeting in March, 1961, the people of Wells voted approval 
of a bond issue of $339,000.00 for the following purposes: 


1. “To complete the alterations and renovation of the existing 
high school building as outlined and described in this report (1961 
Town Report) at an estimated cost of $11,000.00 plus $9,200.00 for 
new equipment.” 


2. ‘*To construct six new classrooms and a new combination audi- 
torium-gymnasium at an estimated cost of $314,000.00 plus $4,800.00 
for equipment.” 


Land was purchased. Plans were drawn and approved by the School 
Building Committee on October 24, 1961. Bids were opened on Novem- 
ber 30, 1961. These bids covered the construction of the new building 
only and_ ranged from a low of $329,818.00 to a high of $359,960.00. 

Because all bids exceeded the appropriation figure, none of them 
could be accepted. The School Building Committee voted to authorize 
the architect to negotiate with the low bidder in an attempt to revise 
the plans and get the bid down within the appropriation figure. It is 
the hope of the Building Committee that this can be done, either by 
negotiating with the low bidder or by rewriting the specifications and 
putting the contract out to rebid. 


I feel that it is my duty as your Superintendent of Schools to inform 
you that present plans for renovating the existing high school building, 
while enabling the school to gain accreditation status, still leave the 
basement area of the school in great need of further renovating in 
three very important areas: 


1. The Industrial Arts area contains a little over 1300 square feet. 
This is very inadequate. As a result, course offerings are limited. Wells 
boys get no automotive mechanics work and very little electrical work. 
These could be provided if more space were available. I do not know 
how much longer the State will continue to approve our present shop. 


2. The Home Economics department is very inadequate. It has 
about 800 square feet of area where there should be from 1200 to 
1400 square feet. Here, too, offerings are very limited. Wells girls are 
not getting the background in this area that other towns offer their 
girls. Visit any of the neighboring towns and see what their situation is. 


3. Cafeteria kitchen is terribly cramped for room. This school 
lunch program has grown from feeding around two hundred to where 
we now feed almost four hundred (some days over that). We need 
increased kitchen space and a storage and refrigeration area. 
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All of these problems can be solved very simply by constructing a 
separate building for the Industrial Arts shop, moving the Home Eco- 
nomics department to the area now used by the Industrial Arts shop 
and by extending the Cafeteria kitchen into the space now used by the 
Home Economics department. This would provide room enough for 
the Home Economics Course to be classified as Vocational. That would 
entitle Wells to federal subsidy of this course, one-half the cost of 
teacher’s salary, consumable: supplies and travel. 


The Cafeteria Kitchen situation would be taken care of and adequate 
space for storage and refrigeration would be provided. 


The Wells School Committee has asked for a special Article to 
provide the above and has suggested the amount of $50,000.00 to do 
the following: 


1. Construct new Industrial Arts Building $25,000.00 
2. Provide necessary renovations to existing high school 5,000.00 
3. Purchase equipment for all three areas 20.000.00 

Total $50,000.00 


If this is done, along with the new building and the other renovations 
to the existing high school building, as expressed by the School Planning 
Committee, it should provide Wells with excellent school facilities, 
complete the job, and take care of building needs for some years to 
come. The time to do this is now, when the new building is being 
built and the renovations to the old building are being made. We can 
do it more economically now than later.

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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL 


To the Superintending School Committee and the People of Wells: 

Preparation of the school budget is one of the most important things 
the Superintendent and the School Committee do. Upon our shoulders 
falls the responsibility of making a financial plan for the education of 
the children of Wells, a serious task, indeed. At the same time we must 
consider the cost. 


This budget has been several months in the making. We started our 
study of school needs in late September. Months have been spent in 
planning, discussing problems, asking questions and trying to find 
answers. Each item in the budget was examined thoroughly. We ask for 
$32,000 more than was raised last year. This is a lot of money. We 
would not ask for it if we did not feel that it is absolutely necessary 
to keep Wells in a position even close to that of neighboring towns. 
Any budget cut must result in a curtailment of the services usually 
rendered and those planned for accreditation. If we want better schools, 
we must recognize that we shall have to pay for the improvement. 


This budget provides for the following: 


1. It provides for a new salary schedule that will make teaching at 
Wells attractive enough to get outsanding people to come here and 
to hold those very fine young people that we already have on our 
staff. 

2. It provides for the purchase of replacements or new equipment that 
is very badly needed in the industrial arts department, home eco- 
nomics department, commercial department and cafeteria kitchen. 

3. It provides for salaries of two new teachers that we must hire to 
be accredited and who will strengthen the present staff and enable 
us to add to our course offerings. 

4. It provides for the purchase of equipment on a matching fund 
basis through the National Defense Education Act. 

3. It provides for funds sufficient to bring guidance under the subsidy 
by the National Defense Education Act. 

6. It provides for extensive repairs to the Ogunquit School. 

7. It provides funds for the renovation of a classroom in the Ogunquit 


School. 


8. It provides funds for hot topping an area behind the Wells Elemen- 
tary School. 


This represents a 19.7% increase in gross budget, 15.3% increase in 
requested appropriation. Many of these items, however, are “once in a 
long time” requests that won’t have to be repeated each year. They 
represent a definite, tangible step ahead. Today we either go ahead 
or fall behind. We want to go ahead educationally.

Thanks to the favorable vote of the townspeople at the special town 
meeting last fall, allowing the School Committee to spend federal 
money received in excess of anticipation, we were able to keep Driver 
Education in the curriculum and to hire another teacher for Grade 7. 
This relieved a very overcrowded situation in Grade 7 classes. 


An excellent relationship has been established with students, teachers, 
P.T.A., town officials and staff. All have been most helpful and co- 
operative. A good feeling seems to exist in most cases among fellow 
workers. This is most important if one is to have a good school system. 


I am very favorably impressed with the town and many of the people 
whom I have met. You have a beautiful area and the people are most 
kind, friendly and cooperative. 


I would like to give public credit and recognition to one of the 
janitors. Mr. James Ward is one of the best custodians I have ever 
known. He puts in very long hours, is always willing and helpful to 
children, teachers and administrators. The town is fortunate to have 
him. 


I am constantly amazed at the work put out by the cafeteria crew 
under very adverse conditions. Both Mrs. Stansfield and Mrs. Sinclair 
are loyal, tremendously hard-working and conscientious. 


I am favorably impressed with both elementary and secondary teach- 
ers in most cases. I am especially pleased with the appearance of the 
boys and girls themselves. There seems to be a good pupil-teacher 
relationship. Students don’t hate school, they like it; they want to 
learn and they respect their teachers. This is a good situation. 


You have a good teaching staff with some fine young men in the 
High School and Junior High School areas. You have a good elemen- 
tary plant. Your -plaris for a new Junior High School and gymnasium 
may be completed by town meeting time. Much needs to be done, 
however, in several areas: 
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I 
Wells is the only major school in this area that is not accredited or 
is not in the process of being accredited. (Kennebunk, Sanford, York, 
Thornton Academy and Traip Academy are now accredited. Berwick 
High School, Biddeford High School and South Berwick High School 
all have new buildings or new additions and hope to be accredited in 
1962.) Accreditation is recognition by the State Department of Educa- 
tion that the town has met certain recognized standards as to school 
building facilities, faculty and course offerings. To have accreditation 

is to be acknowledged as first rate. 


Do you want to provide an equal educational opportunity for Wells 
youth or are you content with a second rate status and a poorer start 
in life for your boys and girls? 


II. SCHOOL PLANT 


A. The Wells Elementary School is a good modern school building. 
The heat is very inadequate, however. The older section of the building 
is cold and there is a tremendous fluctuation in the newer building. 
If this could be heated by the plant in the new Junior High School 
building, the heat would be much more satisfactory because of the 
difference between hot water and hot air heating systems. 

B. The High School and Junior High School building needs the 
following: 


1. Change incandescent to fluorescent lighting and additional fix- 
tures to bring the lighting up to 35-45 foot-candles. (Present reading 
averages less than 10 foot-candles). This must be done or Wells High 
School will forfeit the basic approval it now holds and could lose its 
state aid subsidy for 1962. 


2. The building needs to be redecorated throughout. New, lighter 
colored paint will help the general appearance of the building greatly 
and also aid in light reflection. 


3. Changes in room assignment are necessary for the high school 
to be accredited. Some of these changes require additional equipment: 


a. We must have a larger library area. This means more book- 
shelves, library tables and chairs, more books and a part time 
librarian. 


b. We must have more space for our Commercial Department. 
We must also have more equipment, new seating units and a part 
time teacher. 


c. We must have a larger biology and general science laboratory 
and classroom. This involves new equipment, furniture and storage 
room. 


d. The present principal’s office is very inadequate. New quarters 
that meet accreditation standards can be provided for both prin- 
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cipal and guidance at a minor cost in renovation. This must be 
done to be accredited. It would also help to qualify for guidance 
subsidy under the National Defense Education Act. 


e. The Industrial Arts Shop area is less than half ‘as large as 
it ought to be. The School Committee has submitted a special 
article asking for funds, to be financed on a long term basis, suffi- 
cient to build a shop building. This is very badly needed and 
would solve two other building and room needs (these are f. and 


g. below). 


f. The Home Economics area is pathetic. We lack both space 
and equipment. People who have visited neighboring schools are 
amazed to see how much better the facilities are. Surely, your 
girls deserve just as good as neighboring towns provide! 


If the shop is moved into a new building, the Home Economics 
Department could be moved into the space now occupied by the 
Industrial Arts Shop. This is much larger, has been inspected by 
the State Department of Education and would be approved for 
accreditation as a Vocational Home Economics Department. This 
would mean federal subsidy of about 50% of the instructor’s salary 
and supplies consumed. Once equipped, this would allow us to 
provide a home economics program comparable to what is being 
offered in nearby towns. 


ge. Our present cafeteria kitchen is very inadequate. If the Home 
Economics Department were moved to the area now occupied 
by the shop, the kitchen could be extended into the space now 
used by the Home Economics Department. The area is large 
enough to provide adequate kitchen working space and also good 
storage. Much new equipment is needed before this kitchen is on 
a par with most schools. The dining room area needs a tile floor 
and a coat of paint. 


h. The heat control system in the High School and Junior High 
School buildings needs to be reconditioned. 


PROPOSED NEW INDUSTRIAL ARTS BUILDING 


The Wells School Committee is submitting an article to the Select- 


men to be included in the Town Warrant, “To see if the Town will 
vote to authorize the municipal officers to borrow in the name of the 
Town the sum of $50,000.00 to construct an Industrial Arts building, 
move the Home Economics Department to the area now used by the 
Industrial Arts Department and enlarge the Cafeteria Kitchen by using 
the space vacated by the Home Economics Department and to purchase 
necessary equipment. The construction of this shop can be supervised 
by the present~school building committee. The municipal officers are 
authorized to negotiate this loan upon such terms and under such 
conditions as they feel are in the best interests of the Town.” 
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If we can get the long planned new building, the requested shop 
building and renovations to the existing buildings, there should be no 
problems of school construction for many years to come. The buildings 
should meet accreditation standards and home economics, industrial arts, 
cafeteria and kitchen will be areas in which townspeople can take just 
pride. 


STAFF 


The one most necessary and most important part of a school system 
is the teacher. In order to have a good school, one must have good 
teachers. There is a teacher shortage; good teachers are very scarce. 
In order to get good new teachers and to hold the good teachers we now 
have, we must expect to pay them as well or better than other towns 
pay. 

The old salary schedule under which the Wells teachers are now 
working has outlived its usefulness. There are now thirty-eight regular 
teachers on the staff. Fourteen of these have reached the top of the 
old pay scale and would not receive any increments under that schedule. 
The increments for others would be so small that we would be in danger 
of losing several of our most promising young teachers. 


The Wells Superintending School Committee has approved the fol- 
lowing new salary schedule with the hope that this will provide salaries 
high enough to attract the best young people from our teacher train- 
ing institutions and hold those that we very much want to keep. Many 
times a few dollars in salary means the difference between getting the 
signature of a good teacher on a contract or losing him to some town 
that is willing to pay more. Our boys and girls are the ones who really 
win or lose.

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The above salary schedule becomes effective September 1, 1962. 
Representing the salary policies of the Wells Superintending School 
Committee and based on satisfactory service, the schedule provides for 
a planned advancement in salary for each year of teaching, experience 
to the indicated salary maximums. 


When a teacher moves from one salary classification to another, 
because of degree status, the higher salary will become effective at the 
beginning of the following school year. Teachers shall matriculate at an 
approved college or university in working towards a bachelor’s or 
master’s degree. 


Sick Leave Policy: Ten days for personal illness, family illness or death, 
all cumulative to 100 days as follows: unused leave cumulative at the 
rate of 10 days per year to 30 and 5 days per year thereafter to maxi- 
mum of 100. “Immediate family’ defined to include spouse, children, 
parents, mother and father of spouse, brothers and sisters. 


Educational Credits Policy: Reimbursement of $100 for six approved 
credits earned within any two-year period payable as follows: $50 upon 
completion of six approved credits and $50 following completion of 
one full year of additional teaching service in this system. To be reim- 
bursed, a teacher must hold a valid teaching certificate. All credits 
must be approved by the Superintending School Committee before reim- 
bursement can be paid. 


The School Committee will determine the extra compensation to 
be paid for administration, coaching and special services and evaluate 
the training and experience of teachers who subsequently enter service 
in this school system to fix the starting salary on the schedule. 


If any teacher on a continuing contract should be placed upon 
probationary status, his or her salary shall be frozen until the proba- 
tionary status is removed. 


This salary schedule applies only to fully certified teachers. ‘‘Permit” 
or “Special License” teachers are not considered fully certified. 


In summary, Wells has good elementary facilities but the heating 
is a problem; the high school and junior high building needs renovating 
as follows: redecorating, improve the lighting, install biology and 
general science classroom and laboratory, provide adequate office space, 
new commercial department quarters and equipment, new library and 
equipment, new industrial arts building, new home economics depart- 
ment, new cafeteria kitchen layout and redecorate the dining room. 
Present plans call for this to be done in 1962, partly through the 
school budget and partly through renovation and new building plans. 


Wells has a good staff of teachers that we want to hold. We also 
want to be in a position to attract the best young new teachers. We 
have the beaches, the natural beauty and the geographic location. We 
want to provide salaries good enough to attract and hold the best, be- 
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cause we feel that the best is none too good for the boys and girls 
of Wells, our boys and girls. We want our schools to be as good as 
those in any of the towns nearby. 


I want to thank the principals, the staff, town officials and all towns- 
people who have been so very kind to and cooperative with me in my 
brief stay here. With your continued support, we’ll make the schools 
in Wells among the best in Maine.

REPORT OF OGUNQUIT VILLAGE SCHOOL 
February, 1962 


I am pleased to have been requested to submit a report from the 
Ogunquit Village School. 


This is our opportunity to pay respect and tribute to our former 
principal, Miss Jeannette Norton, who for so many years served the 
children and the people of this community. Upon her retirement last 
June after 42 years of teaching, the Parents’ Club sponsored a Com- 
munity Reception at the Colonial Hotel in her honor. The school chil- 
dren and teachers likewise honored her with a party at school for her 
long and faithful service. 


We also lost, through retirement, another teacher. Miss Evelyn Ma- 
guire had taught pre-primary for six years. Mrs. Carolyn Davis has 
filled that position. 


Sixteen children were transferred from the Wells Elementary (Moody 
District): last fall. The highest enrollment we have had this year is 97. 
At the present time we have 85. Several will return from the South 
this spring. 

Because of the decreased enrollment, it was considered economically 
sound not to fill the fourth grade teacher vacancy. Therefore it was 
necessary to divide the fourth grade between Mrs. Perkin’s third and 
Mrs. Adams” fifth grade rooms for the morning sessions. The pre- 
primary teacher, Mrs. Davis, teaches the fourth grade for the afternoon 
sessions in the regular fourth grade classroom. Mrs. Rode teaches the 
first and second grades. 


We are very proud of our cafeteria program, which is under the 
able supervision of Mrs. Tressie Larsen and her assistant, Mrs. Helen 
Ramsdell. The meals are served tasty, hot, and on time from the meti- 
culously clean kitchen. The credit for the establishment of this lunch 
program belongs to Parents’ Club. The Village Corporation now makes 
an annual contribution toward its support for which we are grateful. 
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Through the years, Parents’ Club has done a great deal for our 
school. They have bought playground equipment, film strips, projectors, 
books, and other supplemental materials that have been suggested by 
the teachers from time to time. They have also made contributions 
toward several of our educational trips. Our own concert and cookie 
money has helped to make those very worthwhile trips possible. 


That same concert and cookie fund, matched by the state, purchased 
for us, at cost, a television set. We have it so arranged that it is easily 
moved between two classrooms for educational viewing. At the present 
time we are following three regular programs from W.E.N.H. They are 
Listen and Say (Primary Reading) for grades one and two, Wonders 
of Science (grades three and four), and Exploring Nature (grade five). 
The teachers have regular manuals that are especially prepared to 
guide the effective use of classroom television. 


We are very grateful to Mr. John McLaughlin, our custodian, for his 
excellent cooperation. We all take pride in our building. Looking to 
the future we realize there are several improvements needed to com- 
plete its modernization. We, the teachers, would like to see the enroll- 
ment sufficient enough to justify the restoration of the fourth grade 
teacher position thereby relieving the pre-primary teacher for afternoon 
remedial work. 


I would like to thank the school board, Mr. Johnson, the teachers, 
and parents for their excellent cooperation in striving to make this 
year a profitable one for our children.

REPORT OF WELLS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, and Towns- 
people: 


The enrollment of the Elementary School for the year 1961-62 is 
372, which is 12 less than last year. 


The faculty is comprised of 14 teachers and the principal, who 
teaches a half day. There were several new teachers in September; 
Mrs. Eleanor Hutchins, who substituted in Grade 5 last year and who 
is now teaching the same grade; Miss Betty Estes, who replaces Mrs. 
Beatrice Spiller, now teaching in the Junior High School; and Mrs. 
Brenda Wentworth, who teaches a 2nd and 3rd grade combination, 
which came into being as a result of a small 3rd grade and a very 
large 2nd grade. Another new teacher is Mrs. Judith Ellis, who has a 
Grade 1 division. Miss Antonia Goranites is teaching Reading and 
English in the 6th Grade. 
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We are enjoying an exceptionally fine program in Music, under the 
direction of Mrs. Joan Kotseos, teaching Pre-Primary through Grade 5, 
and Mrs. Agnes Tibbetts, teaching the 6th Grades, assisted by Mrs. 
Irene Allen. Mrs. Kotseos presented a very enjoyable program of Christ- 
mas music which was attended by a large number of townspeople. 
The Sixth Grade Glee Club joined with the Junior High and High 
School Glee Clubs and the Band in an excellent Christmas Concert. 
On March Ist, the Sixth Grade will present an operetta, “Snow White 
and the Seven Dwarfs,” coached by Mrs. Tibbetts and Mrs. Allen. 


The Elementary School Library is a worthwhile addition this year. 
We have two rolling bookcases, each containing about 600 volumes, 
one case for Grades 1 through 3, the other for Grades 4 through 6. 
Books for the Pre-Primary remain in the Pre-Primary room. The 
children have a much larger selection of books than has been the case 
heretofore, and show great interest and enthusiasm in broadening their 
reading activities. 


A gift from the P.T.A. of $200.00 enabled us to purchase books to 
the amount of $286.00, thanks to the school discount given by the 
publishers. We are most grateful for this help. Our dances for Grades 
4, 5, and 6 last year netted us $150.00, which was matched by funds 
from the National Defense Education Act, so that we have been able to 
purchase over $300. worth of books covering all areas of Science for 
young people of ages 5 to 15. 


The Sixth Grade has been completely departmentalized this year, 
and we feel that we are by this means better able to cover the needs 
of all sixth grade students. 


For the third year, we are able to offer much needed remedial help 
during the afternoon. Mrs. Irene Allen is doing an outstanding job 
of giving extra help in all areas, including Speech Therapy. This pro- 
gram is most helpful, and parents and teachers are very gratified at 
the results of this remedial work. A full day, instead of a half day, 
would allow more aid to more pupils than can be benefitted at this 
time. The help offered in this remedial work can often enable a pupil 
to keep up with his class instead of having to repeat a grade. 


We would like to make the following recommendations: 


1. The possibility of a change in the hot air ducts in the new part 
of the elementary school should be considered. A direct duct to the 
Pre-Primary room with separate thermostatic controls would be most 
helpful in heating this room. 


2. The playground at the rear of the elementary school should be 
graded away from the building. Water stands around the building dur- 
ing heavy rains in the spring and fall and many days during the winter 
when it is warm enough for the snow to melt. We have had to keep 
the children in for a week at a time when it is wet or muddy. 
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3. There should be a separate and distinctive sounding klaxon fire 
signal for the older part of the school. The present signal is the same 
one that is used for programing. 


4. There should be a direct fire signal connection with the Wells 
Corner Hose Co. from all school buildings at Wells Corner. 


5. There is a great need for storage space at the school. There 
could be such a space built outside the kitchen and pre-primary doors. 
This would be for storage of supplies, (towels, etc.) and stage prop- 
erties. 


6. Special class for children with less than 75 I.Q. The state pays 
a special subsidy on these classes. Classes are held to 12-15 pupils. 


7. Full time remedial teacher for the elementary school. This is 
considered to be very important by the teachers and those parents who 
have contacted the principal. 


REPORT OF WELLS HIGH SCHOOL 
February 2, 1962 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintendent of Schools, 
and Citizens of the Town of Wells: 


I am very pleased to report that this past year has brought about 
some very fine changes in our total school program. These changes 
could have only come about as the result of co-operation on the part 
of everyone concerned. Fortunately, the majority of those concerned 
have worked together in an attempt to make this a better school. 


Several new subjects were added to our curriculum this year. Mr. 
Goodwin, our science teacher and assistant principal, introduced a 
course in nursing physiology to those students planning to attend 
nursing school upon graduating from Wells High. The course has proven 
to be very much worthwhile and is quite unique in that it is one of 
the few offered in the State of Maine on the high school level. 


Mr. Merrill, our shop teacher, has been holding technical mechanical 
drawing classes for the benefit of potential future engineers. This course 
has proven to be very successful. He has also offered a course in arts 
and crafts for no credit. This course is offered to juniors and seniors 
with an 80% or better average. We have found that the adding of 
this course is just another step in the direction of making it possible 
for our people to more fully utilize their time. 


Miss Weymouth, our math teacher, has been offering a course in 
advanced geometry. This course has presented a real challenge to some 
of our outstanding sophomore math students. 
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Approximately 40% of our 1961 seniors went on to further their 
educations. This figure will just about equal the percentage of our 
1962 graduates who will go on to institutions of higher learning. The 
accomplishment that these two figures represent, however, does not 
measure the true success of this or any other school that boasts of 
similar percentages. The true measure of a school’s success can only 
be determined by the degree of success met by all high school graduates 
when they take their places as a very significant part of our society. 
After all, our society has been, still is, and always will be basically 
made up of so-called average people. Therefore, I feel that we here at 
Wells High School have a very definite obligation to our average as 
well as our below and above average students to see to it that they will 
be equipped to enter into our society as good productive citizens. 
Meeting this broad objective means that we must be able to give our 
students proper and adequate training in the commercial, home-making, 
industrial arts, and college prep areas. This can cnly be accomplished 
if we have a well trained faculty and adequate facilities and equipment. 


The student council, under the direction of Mr. Goodwin, has been 
more active as a part of our program than ever before. Much of the 
success in raising the morale of our student body this past year can 
be attributed to this fine group of young people. 


Mr. Richard Wakely, our guidance and English teacher, has done 
a fine job in upgrading our new guidance department. His work with 
our seniors has helped to facilitate the entry of many of them into a 
number of very fine colleges. A testing program has been set up 
whereby our students from the 7th to 12th grades can more effectively 
be guided into the areas of study and vocations that best suit their 
abilities and aptitudes. Much must be done in the way of directing 
our 8th and 9th grade students into specific areas of study. This direc- 
tion will be given as a result of the use of data accumulated by our 
guidance department over a period of time. 


The upgrading of any school requires a great deal of work, time, 
and devotion on the part of those people involved with the school. 
Consequently, evidence of the improvement of any school is sometimes 
a very much unnoticed quantity until such time as very significant 
changes come about. 


At the present, for the most part, we have a very fine faculty both 
at the High School and Junior High School levels. I feel that much 
of the improvement in student morale and in the total school program 
during the past year has been accomplished because of this fine faculty. 
We must keep our fine teachers and always be on the lookout for the 
best teachers that can possibly be had to work with those who are 
already a part of the system. 


You can be sure that with your continued co-operation and under- 
standing that all of us who are a part of your school system will en- 
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deavor to do everything in our power to give you and your children the 
best school that can possibly be had. 


I wish to thank the Superintending School Committee, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and you citizens for the fine co-operation that has 
been extended to me and my staff throughout the past year.

TRANSMITTAL AND REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Wells: 


The following report which contains the financial details 
as well as a brief description of Municipal Activities, is here- 
with submitted for your information and consideration. 


General Administration 
The usual procedures were followed, but we did vary a 
little from past years in that the Board of Selectmen put up 
for sale Tax Acquired Property, and the results were gratify- 
ing. It is planned to do the same thing this year, and in time 
hope to get all these properties back on the active tax roll. 


Protection 

Police protection was well taken care of this year. In Sep- 
tember we put on another officer, and it has worked out very 
well. In the busy summer season we deemed it necessary to 
place an officer on duty at the Junction of U.S. No. 1 and Mile 
Road to direct traffic. Close observation of this area resulted 
in the recommendation that a traffic light be placed at Junc- 
tion of U.S. No. 1 and Mile Road. 

The Police Cruiser has been replaced by a 1963 Dodge. 


We have again been fortunate this year in having very 
few fires. 

We were also fortunate this year to secure practically the 
same group of Life Guards that we had the previous year. 

Taking care of Public Rest Rooms and Beach Cleaning 
was very well done. 

At the Town Dump, we have had the entire Town of 
Wells using it. Ogunquit Village Corporation was forced to 
close their dump in May, and they are now using our facili- 
ties and sharing in the cost of maintenance. 


Welfare 

Expenditures in this department were considerably above 
anticipated estimates. 

We had a considerable increase in recipients for Aid to 
Dependent Children, and Nursing Home care. Many of the 
aged people who were unable to get Old Age Assistance, we 
are hoping with less rigid State Laws we will be able to get 
this assistance for them. 
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Highways 
In addition to usual general maintenance of the highway 
department this year, we used State Aid Construction to build 
2300 feet of road on Drakes Island from the causeway to the 
beach road. In the Spring as soon as the weather permits this 
project will be completed. 


We purchased for the department a 1962 3-ton GMC 
truck, 5-yard Perfection body, Frink snow plow and wing 
and a new tailgate sand spreader. 


Shade Trees 
We again this year cooperated with the State of Maine 
on the White Pine Blister Rust Program, and it has now been 
brought under control so the Town will need no more work 
on it until 1970. The usual spraying of shade trees has been 
done. 


Dutch Elm Disease is playing havoc with our Elm trees. 
Many were removed this year, and more to be done next year. 
Dead and dying branches, and in many instances the whole 
trees will have to be removed. If they are not removed, they 
present a natural breeding place for the Dutch Elm Beetle. 


Wells Harbor Project 


“Dream to reality” 


On March 10, 1954, forward looking citizens of Wells, at 
Town Meeting, authorized the Selectmen to appoint five citi- 
zens to a committee to investigate harbor possibilities in the 
Town. (In earlier years shipping had been conducted in the 
Town on the Webhannet River as far as the Mile Road bridge.) 


This committee became the Wells Harbor Committee and 
included (originally) Paul Whitin Jr., Ernest E. Gallant, Wil- 
liam J. Lessard, George C. Lord and Walter E. Hatch. 


At that time, the Harbor was only a “dream” with great 
potentialities. The Committee realized that a great deal of 
preliminary work would be required; planning-studying-sur- 
veys-the cooperation of the citizens, the Representatives in the 
United States Congress and MONEY. 


On May 5, 1954, a request was forwarded to Mrs. Marga- 
ret Chase Smith, asking that the project be included in the 
Omnibus Rivers and Harbors Bill of the United States Con- 
gress; and with her-assistance, this was accomplished. 


During the same year, the committee met with Frank Fo- 
garty of the New England Corps of Engineers of the U.S. Ar- 
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my, and was advised that the next step was to obtain an ap- 
propriation by Congress for a preliminary survey. 

The members were told that there would be 24 steps with 
a minimum time for final action being five years and the max- 
imum time of 15 years. 


After considerable work at home and in Washington, 
$5,000.00 was appropriated for a survey of the proposed Har- 
bor to provide detailed data relating to the cost of the pro- 
ject and determining the extent to which the Town of Wells 
would be required to contribute. The Town went on record 
at Town Meeting, as being in favor by passing a resolution to 
that effect. 


In 1958, the Army Corps of Engineers reported their find- 
ings and recommended two jetties 940 and 640 feet at the har- 
bor entrance, a channel dredged 100 x 8 feet; an anchorage of 
7.4 acres and an inner channel 100 feet wide. 


The estimated cost of the project was $540,000.00 and 
Well’s contribution would be 37%. The Federal Government 
would appropriate up to $340,000.00 plus $7,800.00 annually for 
maintenance. Wells’ share would be $200,000.00 plus land ease- 
ments, rights of way and public landing areas. 


On July 16, 1959, a telegram was received from Congress- 
man James C. Oliver, saying that authorization for the Wells 
Harbor Project had been approved by the House Public Works 
Committee. The next step, he advised, would be the appropri- 
ation which would probably be delayed until 1961, thus pro- 
viding time for laying plans and for further development of 
this, project. 


In 1960, at a meeting with Angelo Morelli of the Corps of 
Engineers, D. H. Bassett of the Portland Office, and the com- 
mittee were told that, if local cooperation could be obtained, 
there was a strong possibility of the project starting in August 
of 1961. 


In the annual Town Meeting warrant of March 1961, there 
was an article asking for an appropriation of $10,000.00 for 
title research, engineering and legal fees for this project; also 
for authorization for the issuing of general obligation serial 
bonds, not to exceed the amount of $250,000.00 for the Harbor 
Project. 

Also a Legislative Document was presented to the State 


Legislature by Rep. Mrs. Bernice Hanson asking for State 
funds of $100,000.00 to assist in the Wells project. 
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This was tabled but re-entered at the emergency session 
in November. 


Wells voters voted the articles as written at the regular 
town meeting and, at a special meeting in October, gave their 
final approval of the Municipal Officers and Planning Board’s 
activities by voting their requests for necessary land, plus ad- 
ditional areas for future development. 


And the emergency session of the legislature passed the re- 
quest for $100,000.00 which was signed by Governor Reed. 


Since that time a great deal of work has been done. Jet- 
ties have been built into the ocean, dredging and spoilage 
areas have developed. 


The Army Corps of Engineers is scheduled to complete 
their dredging by July 1, and Municipal Officers are endeav- 
oring to get the town’s dredging finished as soon as possible 
in order to get necessary docking facilities ready for the sum- 
mer. 


A new Harbor Committee was named to carry on the “bu- 
siness’ of the harbor and to work with the planning board on 
rules and regulations. This committee includes Clifford Moody, 
Clarence Fenderson and Roger Batchelder. 

A Committee will be appointed to plan an appropriate ce- 
lebration and dedication program for the coming season. 

I wish to thank my superior officers and citizens of the 
Town of Wells for their assistance and continued support and 
cooperation.

Gentlemen: 


Last year an ambitious program of crab control was at- 
tempted in the Town of Wells. Based upon reports of crab 
sensitivity to Lindane, and upon the results of an experiment 
conducted in Wells the preceding summer, it consisted of plac- 
ing poisoned bait lines along the banks of the creeks in the 
marsh system. They were to be moved every 24 hours. 


The time required to move the lines was much greater 
than had been anticipated on the basis of the very limited 
1961 experiment. It was estimated that two men might be able 
to move and bait two miles of trawl per day. As a matter of 
fact, the most moved in a day was 3900 feet—about 2/3 mile. 
Because of this and other complications poisoning was accom- 
plished only in the Pope’s Creek and Doctor’s Creek systems. 
In the course of this work a major part of the trawl was stol- 
en from Doctor’s Creek. 


In the early summer examination of the flats and banks 
under treatment apparently showed a complete poisoning of 
crabs, as indicated by the numbers of sickened and dead in- 
dividuals. Traps fished in the area which had been treated, 
however, showed signs of re-infestation, even behind the poi- 
soned barriers. Bank samples taken some time after the 
trawls had been moved confirmed that the crab supply had 
been replaced, sometimes to higher concentrations than were 
found prior to poisoning. 


These discoveries indicated that, contrary to previous in- 
dications, crabs could recover from Lindane poisoning. A set 
of simple experiments were tried which demonstrated that 
many of the seriously affected crabs would recover when held 
in clean sea water, that most of the moderately and all of the 
slightly affected crabs recovered. It was also found that prac- 
tically all crabs either died within two days or recovered. 


Another set of tests indicated that a population held in 
a cage with access to poisoned bait suffered a 50% mortality 
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in 8-9 days, and were all killed within 20 days. An unexpect- 
ed observation was that probably the caged crabs took longer 
to be killed than would free crabs because the cage apparent- 
ly inhibited feeding. Whereas wild crabs were virtually all af- 
fected within 24 hours exposure to a nearby bait line, many 
of the caged crabs showed no symptoms after 48 hours or 
more. The pattern of activity seems to consist of 1. feeding; 2. 
inebriation with some toxic mortality, and in the free state 
some mortality attributable to the crab’s failure to take cov- 
er; 3. recovery; 4. re-exposure to bait .It would therefore ap- 
pear that several days without bait would not seriously affect 
a control project. 


Clam spat and bank-crab surveys in the last two years 
have demonstrated that under the present conditions of low 
to moderate crab populations the crabs concentrate in the 
areas of high seed clam abundance. 


Three conclusions may be drawn from the year’s work: 
1. The concept of total sterilization of the marsh for crabs is 
indeed too good to be true; 2. Two men can handle somewhat 
less trawl than was anticipated; and 3. Control of crab abun- 
dance in the system may be achieved by the maintenance of 
baited poison lines in areas of high seed clam abundance, and 
therefore high crab abundance.: Two functions will be served 
by such lines. Firstly, the crabs in these areas will be kept too 
inebriated to feed on the clams, and secondly, as the existing 
crab population dies off from repeated exposures, the new re- 
cruits attracted by the clams will also be removed from cir- 
culation. 


Such a project would involve much the same costs as 
those of last summer. Last year’s appropriation was $2375, of 
which $1054.36 was spent. The large balance reflects a more 
economical supply of bait than was anticipated, a late start 
because of prior work in Kittery which took longer than was 
anticipated, and because on the average a shorter day was 
worked than had been planned. 


On the basis of the 1962 fishing, two men can bait about 
800 yards of trawl per day. If 1600 yards are distributed among 
the areas of clam and crab concentrations under the most fav- 
orable conditions the whole of the trawl should be attended 
every two working days. Time lost traveling between trawls 
may reduce the frequency of baiting to once every three days, 
which would be adequate. 


Five high tide periods each week would thus be sufficient 
to bait each trawl] between two and three times, which would 
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maintain the trawls in a constant state of attractiveness. At 
this rate of maintenance occasional lapses in activity which 
may result from mechanical breakdowns, bad weather, or oth- 
er mishaps would not have a serious effect upon the results. 


Since each trawl will be drawing upon a large but limit- 
ed area of crab population, it is possible that any given loca- 
tion may be so denuded of crabs that more benefit may be 
realized by moving the trawl to another location. Such infor- 
mation must be obtained by evaluation of trap catches, bank 
samples, and clam spat sampling. Four low tide periods each 
week will be adequate to supply this information. 


The projected budget of the proposed 1963 project is as 
follows: 


Set and maintain 1600 yards of trawl: 
5 days week @ 9 man hours day, 15 weeks @ $1.25 hr. $850 


500 lb. bait week, 14 weeks @ 4%4c lb. 320 
4 days week @ 9 man hours day—survey & control 620 
5 gallon can of Lindane 60.00 
Miscellaneous expenses 100 
Total $1950

It will be noticed that Hills Point has a very small popu- 
lation of clams. This is because of the spoil which has been 
carried out of the town landing site under construction. Much 
of the productive portion of the Hills Point shore has been 
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covered by 5-10 inches of sand-clay sediment. This deposition 
is still occurring, so at this time any available clams should 
be harvested. The actual harvest may fall short of the esti- 
mate, however, because the concentrations in much of the area 
are poor. 


The Town of Wells is to be commended on the continu- 
ing management of its flats which is yielding a regular return 
to the local emonomy. Such foresight will serve to maintain 
and increase the value of the resource in future years.

This year has been very active for the Planning Board 
with many well attended meetings. Most of our time has been 
spent on the comprehensive plan for the town under the di- 
rection of Mr. Orjan Wetterquist, representative of the James 
Sewall Co. of Old Town, Maine. 


The plan will not be completed and evaluated until April, 
therefore, we are not able to state definite recommendations 
at this time. However, I will list a few of the projects that 
may be presented to the town in future years. | 


1. Modest playground for our young children and teen- 
agers which inciude residents as well as our non-resi- 
dent visitors. 


2. A more attractive and well laid out center of town, one 
that is not located on such a busy street at U.S. No. 1, 
but would be near our schools to attract people to build 
in that area, which would bring the cost of utilities and 
bus transportation to a minimum. 


3. Replace our present costly and inconvenient town 
building with a smaller more economical building that 
would have office space for all our town officials. 


4. More parking area at our beaches for the many day 
visitors that we now lose. 


5. Plans must be made for a sewage system for our crowd- 
ed beach areas and the vicinity around our schools. 


6. Our town is growing at a very rapid rate, and if we 
expect to preserve our beaches, marshes, fields and 
wooded areas, that bring peopie to Wells, we must en- 
act zoning laws. 


The Planning Board has had wonderful cooperation with 
the many people who have presented sub-division plans. By 
meeting with these people, we have worked out plans that 
will be suitable for the best future development of Wells. 


Our board and the Ogunquit Planning Board are repre- 
sented on the York County Area and Redevelopment Com- 
mittee by Harrison Roberts, Ernest Hilton, Jack Dannert and 
John Williams. 


This Committee will be instrumental in establishing a 
good year-round economic base for our town. 


Mr. Wetterquist, acting for the board, has interested the 
U.S. Department of Soil Conservation under the direction of

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


January 1962 - August 1962 


Until Wells employed its own public health nurse to car- 
ry out the nursing program, a limited amount of nursing serv- 
ice was rendered by the public health nurse employed by the 
State Division of Public Health Nursing. Follow-up visits 
were made to tuberculosis patients and patients referred for 
home nursing care by hospitals, clinics or physicians. Children 
receiving medical care through any one of the medical care 
programs of the State Division of Maternal and Child Health 
and Services for Crippled Children were visited in their 
homes as the need arose. : 


The nurse participated part of the year in the monthly 
child health conferences. She visited in the homes, the par- 
ents of children attending these clinics who were interested 
in and could benefit from nursing services. 


In September 1962, all records and reports of nursing 
service were turned over to the town nursing service.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


My appointment to finish the fiscal year as Public Health 
Nurse of Wells, was started as of August 31, 1962. 


A good school health program has been set up, immuniz- 
ation clinics and physicals are being given as is the yearly 
custom, and a monthly average of thirty-five (35) pupils are 
seen and treated at the nurse’s office. This has been accom- 
plished with the help of Miss Eleanor Irish, R.N., B.S., M.P.H., 
who is supervisor of all public health nurses of the Southern 
Maine District, and of Mr. Johnson, Superintendent of Wells 
schools. I wish to thank them for their kindness and coopera- 
tion with me. 


Our monthly well baby clinic has been well attended 
with an average of 16 babies being examined by Dr. Endicott. 
Her guidance and help is much appreciated. Volunteer assist- 
ance with admittance and records has been given by Mrs. 
Colby Ricker, and-much credit is due her for her help. 


The sum of one hundred eighty-eight dollars and fifty 
cents ($188.50) has been collected from one hundred and thir-

teen (113) house calls made, and twenty-two (22) visits to my 
office for outside problems. Many house calls have been re- 
ceived and refused, due to the time-consuming task of the care 
of the welfare department. 


At present there are two hundred and seven (207) recipi- 
ents monthly for the eleven commodities being supplied from 
the Federal Government Surplus Food Program. This involves 
four thousand, three hundred and eleven (4311) pounds of 
food to be dispensed and accounted for to the State of Maine, 
in Augusta. 

I have investigate ten (10) welfare cases and there are 
several more needing attention. 

I wish to express my deep appreciation to all of you, 
Citizens, Teachers, Town Officials, Town Office Personnel, 
Wells-Ogunquit Health Assoc., and especially to Mr. Foley 
and Mr. Johnson, for being kind, congenial, helpful and co- 
operative to me, in my new task. 

I hope the coming year of 1963 will be as rewarding and 
as gratifying as the past few months I have had the pleasure 
of serving you all.

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REPORT OF OCEAN VIEW CEMETERY, INC. 


The financial report of the Ocean View Cemetery, Inc. is 
herewith submitted. 


It will be noted that some progress has been made dur- 
ing the past year but there remains much to be accomplished. 
A water line was installed in the new extension and the main 
avenue was constructed and graveled. Loam was spread and 
more lots were put in condition for sale. 


New fences for both the old and new cemetery and a gate 
at the entrance of the new extension on U.S. Highway is un- 
der consideration as well as work on the main entrance of the 
old portion of the cemetery. As soon as funds are available 
Wwe expect to begin this project. 


Two single lots were sold and deposits made on two oth- 
er lots. For lots in the ald portion of the cemetery and one 
lot in the Cole’s Hill Cemetery were placed under perpetual 
care during the past year. 


Annual care payments to the corporation continues to be 
slow and creates a financial problem. During the past year 
only twelve lot owners paid for the care of their lots and the 
Association continued to mow several lots without receiving 
any compensation. The corporation is hesitant in refusing to 
mow lots where the owners have not paid for the annual 
care, on the other hand due to rising costs it may become ne- 
cessary. If the lot owner intends to mow and care for his or 
her own lot, then the corporation should be notified that such 
is the case and we will discontinue the care. Cooperation of 
lot owners in this respect will be appreciated. The cemetery 
charge for annual care is still $5.00 per year per lot.

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COMMENTS 


CASH ON HAND AND IN BANKS $16,717.92 


The cash balance was checked and ascertained to be in 
agreement with the amount on hand and on deposit. Indepen- 
dent confirmations were made of.the balances on deposit in 
the Tax Collector’s and the Treasurer’s accounts with the Com- 
munity Trust Company. 


INVESTMENTS $ 770.00 


This account represents 22 shares of stock of the Commu- 
nity Trust Company, the certificates for which were examined 
during the course of our examination. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE $ 17,883.85 


Amounts due from the state and other towns for pauper 
assistance, for highway funds, from firms for shade tree re- 
moval and from the equipment fund savings account for mo- 
nies advanced for the purchase of town equipment, make up 
the above total, the details of which are set forth in Schedule 
pA 


TAXES RECEIVABLE $ 58,560.44 


Taxes committed to the Tax Collector for the municipal 
year were checked and found to be accounted for either in 
cash, abatements, or remaining outstanding on the Collector’s 
records. 

Mail requests for confirmation were made of 34% of un- 
collected taxes for the year 1962, as computed on a dollar bas- 
is. 

We present in Schedule 1, a summary of uncollected taxes 
for all years. An itemized list of unpaid taxes for the year 
1962 will appear elsewhere in the town report. No writeoff of 
uncollectible taxes for prior years were made during the year 
under review. In this regard a suggestion is offered under the 
recommendation section of this report. 


TAX LIENS $ 5,995.18 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY $ 4,142.12 


There is presented in Schedule 6, a detailed list of all tax 
liens outstanding for the years 1960 and 1961, and in Schedule 
7, a list of tax acquired properties. During the year, a tho- 
rough review was made of such accounts with the result that 
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after advertising, a substantial sum was recovered by the town 
for tax acquired properties, as indicated in the surplus ac- 
count, as well as returning several parcels to the active tax 
roles of the community. 


MUNICIPAL OWNED PROPERTY $ 56.45 


Tracts of cut-over timberland deeded to the town, repre- 
sent the above amount. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE $ 7,335.87 


The balance due to the Ogunquit Village Corporation as 
its proportionate share of excise taxes collected for the year 
1962, is represented by the above amount. The sum also ap- 
pears in Schedule 3. 


OTHER LIABILITIES $ 59,800.76 


Outstanding balances due the Government for withhold- 
ing and social security taxes at the end of the year, plus an 
unpaid tax anticipation loan of $55,000.00, make up the above 
amount. For the second successive year tax anticipation loans 
were not paid up before the close of the fiscal period as re- 
quired by statute. 


RESERVE FOR AUTHORIZED EXPENDITURES $§ 18,913.18 


This amount represents the excess of unexpended balanc- 
es of accounts over overdrafts, being carried forward to the 
ensuing year. Itemized detail of the accounts comprising this 
total is shown in the Statement of Departmental Operations— 
Exhibit D, annexed to this report. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS $ 17,330.13 


Departmental balances lapsed, augmented by revenue 
from tax acquired property added to the rolls, the sale of the 
old town house lot, old outstanding checks written off, and 
supplemental taxes, all increased the free surplus account by 
$18,742.67 during the year under review. The only deduction 
was for abatements allowed in the amount of $2,560.75. This 
resulted in a balance of $17,330.13, a full analysis of which is 
presented in Exhibit E. 


DEBT FUND $682,500.00 


During the year, the debt fund was substantially increased 
by the issuance of $250,000.00 of Harbor Project Loan Bonds 
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and by $389,000.00 for School Construction and Equipment 
Bonds. The dates, interest rates and maturities of all issues 
appears in Schedule 4. 


Within the same period, bonds amounting to $23,000 were 
retired, in support of which we examined the cancelled docu- 
ments. 


TRUST FUNDS $ 7,406.68 


An analysis of the trust fund accounts is presented in 
Schedule 5, outlining the activity for the year. There is due 
from the Equipment Fund to general funds, the sum of 
$2,875.00 for purchases of equipment made December 28, 1962. 
Transfer of this amount from the savings account until after 
the end of the year was not advisable in order that the inter- 
est on this sum would not be lost for the last six months of 
the year. 


HARBOR PROJECT 
We have continued the practice inaugurated last year, in 
presenting in Exhibit F, an analysis of the cash receipts and 
expenditures on this project, as being of interest to the citi- 
zens of the Town. 


GENERAL 
Corporate surety bonds issued by the Maine Bonding and 
Casualty Company, covering the Treasurer, Tax Collector and 
School Department were examined. 


Excise tax collections were checked by scrutiny of the 
copies retained by the Collector and compared with the am- 
ounts reported and were found to be in order without excep- 
tion. 

The overlay was found to be within the legal limit of five 
percent of the appropriations, plus the county tax. 

The abatement book was found to be duly signed by the 
assessors. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
In accordance with Chapter 405, of the Public Laws of 
1957, we offer the following recommendations for improvment 
of the financial administration of the Town: 
(1) The inability to pay up tax anticipation loans of 
$55,000.00 for the past two years in violation of sta-

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tutes, demonstrates the necessity of proper fiscal ac- 
tion to discontinue this practice. If sufficient funds 
cannot be raised from taxation to clear up this amount 
in one year, it could be funded over a reasonable pe- 
riod of time by introduction and approval of an ap- 
propriate article in the town warrant; 


Now that the unpaid 1962 taxes have been brought 
into control, the practice should be extended to un- 
paid taxes for all prior years. These totals should not 
be merely a resultant figure, but a current roll of the 
individual unpaid taxes covering all years back to 
1950. Furthermore, they should be constantly reviewed 
and refined so that only the balances presenting a 
reasonable possibility of collection should remain 
therein. The uncollectible should be abated or writ- 
ten off against the reserve, as the circumstances war- 
rant; 


As recommended in the past, a system to account for 
property and equipment of the town, including the 
highways and schools, should be set up to properly 
control these assets; 


Now that the Unappropriated Surplus account has 
been partially restored from the low point reached 
on December 31, 1961, it might be pertinent to bear 
in mind that an adequate balance in this account can 
cushion the shock of unforeseen contingencies that 
may arise in the future. Such a reserve is not avail- 
able when the surplus account is raided for current 
appropriations.

THINGS ACCOMPLISHED IN 1962 
1. The new Jr. High School, Gymnasium and Industrial 
Arts Shop Buildings were constructed and equipped. 
2. The High School Building was reconditioned and re- 


anged: 


A. Adequate office facilities provided for the princi- 


pal and guidance director. 


B. New Library quarters provided with new furniture 


and more room. 


C. New general science and biology laboratory and 


equipment provided. 


D. New quarters for the Commercial Department, new 
seating units, some new typewriters and new busi- 


ness machines. 
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E. The old principal’s office area was converted into a 
women’s teachers’ room. 

F. The old library space was converted into a special 
science projects room, a science storage room and a 
photography dark room. 

G. The old industrial arts area was converted into a 
home economics room, newly furnished and 
equipped. 

H. The former home economics area was converted into 
a larger kitchen and storage space for the school 
lunch program. 

I. The dining area of the school lunch program was re- 
decorated, enlarged by removal of the old serving 

. booth, and the dining tables were covered with 
plastic tops. The whole area is much neater, clean- 
er, and brighter looking. 

J. New lights in all classroom areas, cafeteria, library 
and offices have been a tremendous improvement 
that was greatly needed. This gives us an excel- 
lent school plant that is well equipped in most 
areas. 


3. A remedial program of speech therapy was established 
this year at the Wells Elementary School and the Ogunquit 
Village School. This is serviced by a speech therapist from the 
Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center and largely subsidized by 
the Maine State Department of Education. 

4. The new girls physical education program, under the 
supervision of Miss Jean Anne Rumazza, seems to be favorably 
received at all grade levels. Field hockey has been added to 
the girls team sports. 

5. The new gym equipment is dioresaten by both boys 
and girls. Many of us are eagerly awaiting the gym exhibi- 
tion to be held in the spring. 

6. The change from three part time music people to one 
full time music supervisor is in its transitional period. Those 
who attended the Christmas Concert were very pleased and 
complimentary about the program. 

7. Two rooms were redecorated at the Ogunquit School 
and new lighting was installed in these rooms. Old toilet fix- 
tures in the girls basement were replaced with newer models. 

The high school staff is to be commended for the excel- 
lent rating given by the Visiting Committee on Accreditation. 
We hope that by town meeting the school will have been no- 
tified that it is an accredited school.

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UNSOLVED PROBLEMS 


We have a serious problem of sewage disposal at the 


High School. Edward C. Jordan Co., Inc., Civil and Sanitary 
Engineers, Portland, made a survey of our situation and came 
up with the following recommendations:

That the town undertake a preliminary study of its 
sewerage problems. 


If the town does this, that the school system continue 
use of existing facilities. 


If the town delays in the proposed study, that the 
school system arrange for sewage from all the schools 
be piped to Pope Creek and treated for disposal into 
the Creek. This would require chlorination and a li- 
cense from the Water Improvement Commission. 


Cost of above would run from $50,000 to $70,000. 


Adequate sub-surface facilities would cost from 
$20,000 to $25,000 and would mean abandoning most of 
the existing parking area. 


As your Superintendent of Schools, I recommend that a 
study of the sewerage problems of the whole town be under- 
taken and that the existing facilities at the school be used un- 
til a report is made from the proposed study.

REPORT OF WELLS HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Committee, 
Selectmen and Townspeople: 


This past school year has brought about many changes in 
our total school program. I am pleased to report that for the 
most part these changes have been very beneficial to our sys- 
tem. 


Courses have been added to the curriculum which have 
proved to be very successful and beneficial to our students. 
Eighth grade Home Economics and Industrial Arts were in- 
troduced to our Junior High people. These two subjects meet 
four times per week for one semester. Both the boys and girls 
have shown a great deal of interest in the offerings. During the 
fall‘for a period of one week the boys and girls exchanged 
places, the boys taking Home Economics and the girls taking 
Industrial Arts. The change was enthusiastically received by 
all those concerned. 


A course in Speech and Composition as an elective war 
added tc the High School curriculum as a Senior subject. Mrs 
Wakely, our college English instructor, has done a fine job 
bringing along our people who are in this particular course. 
We are in hopes that within a period of two years we can 
offer Speech and Composition to more of our people as the 
ability to intelligently communicate with our fellowmen is be- 
coming more urgent every day. 


As the result of new renovations to our old facilities, it 
has been possible for our Science people to use the old library 
as a special Science work room. Mr. Goodwin, our Science in-

as a special Science work room. Mr. Goodwin, our science in- 
structor, gives special attention to those students using the 
room for experimentation and project work. We have seve- 
ral students who spend two or more hours a day in this spe- 
cial room. 


Our new Guidance Library has been very effectively used 
by the students wishing to research specific material on va- 
rious institutions of higher learning and/or the professions 
and vocations. The facility is available for specific research 
or for merely browsing around. 


The new library under the direction of Miss Weymouth, 
has been effectively used by large numbers of students. Each 
period of the day finds the library being utilized to capacity. 


Several new tests have been administered to our people 
this year to help determine their educational development as 
compared with students in other parts of the country. One 
such test given was the Iowa Test of Educational Develop- 
ment administered to our tenth, eleventh, and twelfth graders. 
This particular test covered nine areas of development. The 
development of our people in social studies, natural science, 
correctness of expression, quantitative thinking, reading so- 
cial studies, reading natural science, reading literature, gene- 
ral vocabulary, and composition was found to be considerably 
above the national average. The overall performance of all 
three grades taking the battery places our students in the top 
one-third of the total number of students taking the tests 
throughout the country. 


The Pupil Record of Educational Progress test battery 
was administered to our ninth grade pupils. This particular 
battery of tests covered the individual academic development 
in four different areas, namely English, Math, Social Studies, 
and Science. The results of this test indicate that ir relation 
to all other students taking the test throughout the country our 
people performed very well, indicating a good background in 
the four areas. The overall performance of our ninth graders 
places them in the upper one-fifth relative to those taking the 
test. 


The results in the ITED and PREP indicate that Wells is 
making a very good showing in the educating of the pupils 
attending our institutions. 


The two tests previously mentioned are just two of the 
tools being used by our teachers and Guidance Department to 
help direct and guide individual students. Other instruments 
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and techniques are being used by our Guidance man and eve- 
ryone concerned in order to help determine what might be 
best for our young people and the school. 


We are very proud of the fact that we have two National 
Merit Scholarship Qualifying winners in Robert Saunders and, 
Francis Mithen. These boys were two out of a total of sixty- 
six Maine students selected from a total of forty-one commu- 
nities. There were a total of 11,000 national winners who qua- 
lified to compete for the finals. The greatest number of win- 
ners from any one school in Maine was six. These six were 
from Deering High with an enrollment of nearly 1,100 pupils. 
Weils is quite fortunate to have two of the 11,000 winners. 


Mr. Donald Goodwin, Science instructor, attended the 
Randloph-Macon College for Women in Virginia during the 
past summer under a National Science Foundation Grant. He 
studied courses in Physics while in attendance. Mr. Goodwin 
plans to attend a second institute during the coming sum- 
mer. Mr. Fred Strout, Math instructor, attended the Univer- 
sity of N.H. Summer School during the past summer where he 
studied courses in Physics and Math. Mr. Strout is now attend- 
ing the same institution under a National Science Foundation 
Grant. A number of our teachers are now in the process of 
making plans to attend school during the coming summer 
months. 


Several of our teachers have visited other schools during 
the year in order to acquaint themselves with new ideas to 
compare programs for evaluation purposes. Donald Goodwin 
and Fred Strout spent a day in the Science and Math Depart- 
ments at Cape Elizabeth High School. Miss Marion Davis 
spent considerable time visiting the Home Economics Depart- 
ments at Bonny Eagle High and Thornton Academy. Carl Mer- 
rill spent a day visiting the Industrial Arts Department at Ex- 
eter High, Exeter, N.H. The experiences that these people 
have had have been invaluable to our system. 


I feel compelled to make a statement in regard to the 
number of students who have dropped out of school this past 
year. At the beginning of our school year in September, 1962, 
our enrollment was 223. Since that time we have lost ten (10) 
students who have dropped out of school for various reasons. 
Our drop-out rate stands at 4.5% at this time which is consid- 
erably below the state and national averages. The drop-out 
problem is one of naticnal concern and is becoming more so 
as time goes on. Unfortunately the school is only one factor 
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involved in this problem. Society as a whole and the family 
in particular are very much involved with this ever-growing 
problem. Boys and girls need to be motivated to stay in school 
by all the forces and people responsible for their intellectual 
and social development. We can offer a program to meet the 
needs of potential drop-outs but without the proper help and 
cooperation on the part of the home and society it is almost 
impossible to stave off the impending tragedies. The term tra- 
gedy is used in this context because we know how disastrous 
the lack of a high school education can be for this new gene- 
ration, especially where our boys are concerned. 


Fortunately here in Wells the citizens of our community 
realize that today more than ever before our young people 
must acquire at least a high school education. This attitude 
helps to account for the fact that our 4.5% drop-out rate is 
below the national average. We all must, however, constantly 
strive to encourage our young people to finish school. 


We are, as are the parents, very proud of the fact that 
twenty-eight of our fifty-one 1962 graduates went on to in- 
stitutions of higher learning. The number going on represents 
53% of the Senior class. Of the twenty-eight that went on to 
school fourteen matriculated at four year institutions. One out 
of the fourteen has thus far dropped out. Two of the total go- 
ing on to school are training to be nurses. Eleven of the other 
twelve students are at the present time studying at institu- 
tions offering one or more years of training and they are pro- 
gressing well. 


Last November 6th and 7th a State Accreditation Com- 
mittee spent two days visiting the High School and evaluat- 
ing every phase of the program. We were very much satisfied 
with the results as a very close scrutinizing of our facilities 
and offerings took place. The school received many fine com- 
mendations, a number of recommendations, and several re- 
quirements that have to be met before we receive our final ac- 
creditation notice. 


The school staff has been working since Christmas to cor- 
rect and improve those areas needing additional work. 


The visiting committee recommended that Wells High 
School be accredited providing the following requirements are 
met: 

1. That the writtén statements of specific objectives and 

the course outlines in each subject area be reviewed and 
evaluated in terms of current practices. 
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2. That the written statement provided the principal by 
the superintendent listing his duties and responsibili- 
ties, and major policies adopted by the committee, be 
revised to more clearly define the framework within 
which he is expected to operate. 


3. That additional audio-visual equipment be purchased 
and more widely used. 


4, That the present program of studies be reviewed and 
revised. 


We are in hopes that we will be ready for a return visit 
by Dr. Joseph J. Devitt, Chief of the Bureau of Secondary 
Education, within the next several weeks. 


In closing, on behalf of myself and my faculty, I would 
like to thank the Selectmen, Town Manager, and other town 
officials, the Superintending School Committee, and the towns- 
people for the cooperation and understanding that has been 
given to me and my staff throughout the past year. I can as- 
sure you that we will do all we can to make this a better 
school for your children to attend.

I welcome this opportunity to report that the present 
school year has brought about several desirable changes in 
our school program. We are, of course, very proud of our new 
building and the facilities within the building. We are also 
pleased with new books and teaching materials provided 
through our School Committee and the Superintendent. 


We have added Industrial Arts this year for the 8th grade 
boys and Home Economics for the 8th grade girls. We have 
also added in Introduction to Algebra course for our top math 
students. This course is carried by the students in addition to 
their regular math classes. We have added English Composi- 
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tion to the three divisions in grade 8 and to one division in 
grade 7. Again, this is carried in addition to their regular Eng- 
lish classes. Our student-teacher ratio here is an overall 26-1. 


We are very pleased with our two new faculty members 
this year, Mr. Bois and Mr. Calderwood. I firmly believe we 
have a faculty of which you can be very proud. We have two 
new young teachers and others with many years of experience 
which gives is a well balanced staff.

I also wish to thank the School Committee and the 
people of Wells for their cooperation that has been extended 
to me and my staff throughout this past year.

REPORT OF WELLS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School 
Committee, and Townspeople of Wells: 


We have a faculty this year of thirteen teachers, of which 
four are new to our system. Mrs. Harriet DeShon teaches a 
division of the first grade. Mrs. Justine Bois has a division of 
the fifth grade and Miss Gilda Zammit is one of the three 
teachers in the sixth grade. Daniel Calderwood comes to us 
from the Junior High in the afternoon to teach in the sixth 
grade, thus freeing Mrs. Irene Allen for some very important 
remedial work with pupils from all grades. These children 
need more individual attention than they can get in a regular 
classroom situation. 


Miss Antonia Goranites who was teaching English and 
reading in the sixth grade last year was reassigned to the 
third grade. 


Music in the elementary school is under the supervision 
of Miss Carolyn Colby. Under her direction the grades pre- 
primary through five put on a very well attended Christmas 
program and the Sixth Grade Glee Club joined with the High 
School and Junior High School Glee Clubs and High School 
Band in a fine concert during the holiday season. 
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Miss Jean Rumazza from the high school is giving our 
students an exceptionally fine program in physical education 
once a week. This period is much appreciated by the pupils. 


Mr. Raciti from the Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center is 
with us for part of one day each week doing speech therapy 
work with some of our students. The results of this work are 
readily noticed by the teachers from whose rooms they come. 


This school has two student teachers from Gorham State 
Teachers College for the third quarter and possibly for the 
last half of the year. We feel proud that we have been chosen 
by the college for this final training for these students. 

They are Miss Barbara Hatch who is working in the pri- 
mary department with Mrs. Margaret Belleau as critic teach- 
er and Wayne Wormwood who is working in the upper grades 
with Mrs. Irene Allen as critic teacher. 

The principal, teachers and pupils of the elementary 
school wish to take this opportunity to thank Mr. Charles An- 
dres for the loan of five of his oil paintings. Two of these are 
hanging in the auditorium and the other three will be hung 
in the corridors. 


The strip of tarvia which was laid on the west and south 
sides of the building has been a help to the children and cus- 
todians alike. It gives the pupils a place to play that is com- 
paratively dry and will be even more appreciated next spring 
during mud season. It saves a lot of gravel tracked into the 
building and will thus save wear on the tile floors. 

The dances that we are holding this year for the 4th, 5th, 
and 6th grades will help to buy a piece of playground equip- 
ment for next year. 

We are using new rank cards in the primary grades this 
year and we feel that these will better inform the parents 
of their children’s progress. 


I wish to express the thanks of the staff and students of 
this school to James Ward and Eugene Fifield, custodians of 
the elementary school. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the Superintendent 
and School Committee this year and I would like to express 
to them and the citizens of the town my thanks for the co- 
operation that we have received in the past year.

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REPORT OF THE OGUNQUIT VILLAGE SCHOOL 


I am pleased to have been requested to submit my second _ 
report from the Ogunquit Village School. 


There are four teachers at our school. Mrs. Carolyn Davis 
teaches pre-primary in the morning and grade four in the af- 
ternoon. Mrs. Helena Rode teaches grades one and two. Miss 
Betty Estes teaches grades three and four. She has been ill 
since the first of November and Mrs. Lyda Pinkham has been 
her substitute. I teach grades four and five. 


Our highest enrollment this year has been 89. At the pres- 
ent time we have 83. Several will return from the South this 
spring. 

Miss Carolyn Colby is our new music teacher. She comes 
to our school on Wednesday for instrument lessons and again 
on Fridays for classroom vocal music. Miss Jean Rumazza, 
physical education teacher, comes to our school on Fridays for 
twenty-minute sessions with each classroom. On Monday we 
are visited by the speech therapist, Mr. Raciti, ee gives spe- 
cial attention to children needing it. 


We are very proud of our cafeteria program, which is un- 
der the able supervision of Mrs. Tressie Larsen and her assist- 
ant, Mrs. Helen Ramsdell. The meals are served tasty, hot, and 
on time from the meticulously clean kitchen. The credit for 
the establishment of this lunch program belongs to Parents’ 
Club. The Village Corporation now makes an annual contribu- 
tion towards its support for which we are grateful. 


I am very sorry to report that the Parents’ Club no longer 
exists as such. Through the years, Parents’ Club has done a 
great deal for our school. They have bought playground equip- 
ment, film strips, projectors, books, and other supplemental 
materials that have been suggested by the teachers from time 
to time. The last addition to the list was the large castle tower 
in the school yard. They have also made contributions toward 
several of our educational trips. Our own concert and cookie 
money has helped to make those worth-while trips possible. 


Last April we put on our annual program at Firemen’s 
Hall which was a musical tour of our country. This was done 
under the direction of Mrs. Kotseos, the music director of 
last year. The children sang to a capacity audience. The fi- 
nancial success of the evening made another educational trip 
possible. | 

On a Saturday early in May, Mrs. Rode, Mrs. Davis and I 
accompanied grades four and five to Boston on a chartered 
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bus. We visited the Museum of Science and Planetarium, Logan 
Airport (including an escorted tour aboard a large plane), 
Bunker Hill (climbing to the top), and Old Ironsides (guided 
tour). We took a picnic lunch for noon and stopped at a res- 
taurant on the way home for dinner. It was a tiring but pro- 
fitable day for all, leaving a memory that never will be for- 
gotten. 


We are again fortunate to be able to take advantage of 
the WENH television classroom programs. We use ‘Wonders 
of Science’ for grades three and four; ‘Exploring Nature’ for 
grade five; and ‘Book Parade’ for grades one through four. 
The teachers have manuals that are especially prepared to 
guide the effective use of classroom television. 

Mrs. Rode’s room and my room were painted and newly 
renovated into modern classrooms last summer. We are very 
grateful to Mr. John McLaughlin, our custodian, for his fine 
cooperation. We all take pride in our building. We welcome 
visitors at any time to see our classrooms at work. 

I would like to thank the School Board, Mr. Johnson, the 
teachers, and parents for their excellent cooperation in striv- 
ing to make this another profitable year for our children.

The Wells School Lunch Program served 49,988 student 
meals at a cost of $19,998.00. This is an average cost of 40c per 
meal and does not include the value of surplus commodities 
donated by the Federal Government, which would run into 
a lot of money. The price charged for meals at the Wells 
School Lunch Program has been 25c for childern and 30c for 
teachers. I recommend that the price of meals be increased to 
30c for children and 40c for teachers. 


The Ogunquit School Lunch Program served 7,382 student 
meals at a cost of $3,019.25. This is an average cost of 40.9c 
per meal and does not include the value of surplus commodi- 
ties donated by the Federal Government. The price charged 
for meals at the Ogunquit School has been 25c for children and 
30c for teachers. I recommend that the price of meals be in- 
creased to 30c for children and 40c for teachers. 

About 4.7c per meal. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


On February 26, 1962, the Wells School Building Com- 
mittee voted unanimously to accept the price of $268,998.00 
submitted by Wiley Construction Company, low bidders on 
the original contract, on revised specifications for a six class- 
room building and gymnasium or per plans dated January 24, 
1962, by John Calvin Stevens, Architect. 


At Town Meeting, March 10, 1962, it was voted “to autho- 
rize the Selectmen to borrow $50,000.00 to finance the con- 
struction of an Industrial Arts Building, move the Home Eco- 
nomics Department to the area now used by the Industrial 
Arts Department, enlarge the cafeteria kitchen by using the 
space vacated by the Home Economics Department and to pur- 
chase necessary equipment.” 


On April 11, 1962, bids for renovating the high school were 
awarded to low bidders as follows: 

Carpentry - F. P. and C. H. Murray, Inc. $5975.00 

Electrical - York Electric Company 5339.00 

Painting - Theodore Logan & Son 8084.00 
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On April 23, 1962, a charge order of $1206.77 for Wiley 
Construction Co., necessitated by planned construction of the 
Industrial Arts Building, was approved by the Building Com- 
mittee. 


On Friday, May 18, 1962 it was moved, seconded and voted 
to award the contract for construction of an Industrial Arts 
Shop and making necessary changes in the high school, to 
move the Home Economics Dept. to the area vacated by the 
Industrial Arts Shop and to move the cafeteria kitchen into 
the area vacated by the Home Economics Department to Wiley 
Construction Company, low bidders, at the figure of $39,450.00. 
This figure was later reduced to $38,217.00 by a change in spe- 
cifications. 


On June 28, 1962, a change order for $440.00 in the con- 
tract of F. P. & C. H. Murray was approved to relocate a par- 
tition in the new library and change the shelving in two book- 
cases. 


The work has now been substantially completed. A re- 
port of the expenditures made during 1962 and an estimate 
of projected costs is as follows:
